Messrs. Byrne’s receipt 
to Mr. Elyan (produced) stated that the sum 
was paid to them on eondition that they 
bring the case, by way of appeal “in forma 
pauperis," to the House of Lords, and, in the 
event of judgment being given or settlement 
e in favour of plaintiff, they were only 
liable to return a sum of £100, the balance 
of £100 to be retained by them over and 
above any costs which they would receive for 
the plaintiff or defendants. That had nothin 
to with anyone but Messrs. Elyan an 
Sayers. It was money well spent, and any 
solicitors were entitled to take up a case on 
such terms. If Messrs. Byrne had not taken 
up this case, no one would have taken it 
up, and the widow and infant would not now 
have the £1,200 clear over and above all 
costs. The money was never Mrs. Calmen- 
son’s, and was never intended to be hers.
